Bruno  Walter's  way  of  interpreting  music  had  a  special  quality  that  made  him 
unique.  It  took  in  too  broad  a  scope  to  define  it  with  any  paltry  adjectives,  moving 
from  austere  to  gemuetlich,  tragic  to  playful.  But  these  things  it  had:  deep  insight, 
careful  planning,  virtuosic  skill  and  imaginative  flair.  We  honor  him  here  both 
as  an  artist  and  as  a  person,  and  rejoice  in  what  he  once  said  in  an  interview: 


"The  recording  can  never  replace  live 
music,  but  must  I  not  be  very  grateful 
that  notv  my  life  has  not  ended  when  I 
die — that  there  is  still  something.  I  still 
live  on  in  some  ivay  .  .  .  not  quite,  but  to 
a  certain  degree.  We  have  a  very  modest 
place  at  the  foot  of  the  monument  of  the 
great  composers." 


During  the  next  two  weeks  we  are  presenting  recordings  of  Bruno  Walter  con- 
ducting the  music  of  Mozart,  Beethoven,  Brahms,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Bruckner, 
Mahler,  Strauss  and  Wagner.  There  are  excerpts  of  rehearsals  of  Beethoven's  7th 
and  9th  symphonies,  as  well  as  an  extensive  recording  session  of  the  "Linz" 
Symphony  by  Mozart.  Dr.  Walter  himself  is  heard  in  two  interviews,  with  Robert 
Trotter  and  Arnold  Michaelis,  and  Lotte  Lehmann  reminisces  about  her  long 
acquaintance  with  the  conductor.
